WORK "UNDER FIRE" 


FOR NEW MEMBERS 


Twelve hundred new members se- 


cured lii the period elapsing between 
the rising and setting of the sun was 
tb«.achievement of Oklahoma Ameri- 
can Legionnaires recently iu u mem- 
bership drive. Tlielr drive was Inten- 
sive and along the following lines: 
1 Assembly was bugled at G a. m.. At 
6:30 Legionnaires were folding their 
napkins after a breakfast served by 
the Auxiliary at tlie Legion home. At 
7 the workers went forward into 
battle amidst the patter of real ma- 
chine guns and the roar of real can- 
nons. All through the day the ma- 
chine guns were In operation. Each 
hour the fire whistle sounded, assem- 
bly call was blown and a bomb hurled 
into tbe skies, to explode 200 feet 
above the earth. 
i On the walls at "General Headquar- 
ters" a chart w.as placed containing 
a series'Of trenches. Each man's name 
mis listed in the first trench and his 
status and line of advance during the 
day noted by a red thumb tack. When 
the objective was attained by any 
Legionnaire he WHS crowned with an 
Indian headgear and thrown in as a 
reinforcement In the salient where tli* 
line was weaker. By this plan every 
Legionnaire's valor under fire was re- 
corded. 
! Cars were commandeered . to seeX 
out prospects living in the country 
where many an ex-service man was 
made a Legionnaire by the barter prin- 
ciple of exchange—chickens, eggs and 
pork in many instances being accept- 
ed In lieu of the necessary three 
bucks membership dues, 
j Police patrols and fire carts -were 
pressed Into service to "bring in" the 
handcuffed prisoners, 
i The Legion band and bugle corps 
played on the streets during the day. 
I Airplanes were used In distributing 
literature. 
One 
thousand 
theat«r 


tickets were thrown from high build- 
ings. 
1 Booths were maintained at promi- 
nent corners where many a thirsting 
ei-servlce man was ncar-beered and 
pretzeled into the Legion. 


> Reports of the progress of tbe drive 
were radio-broadcast 
throughout the 


day.

The first of the anti-abolition riots 


that followed the organization of the 
American Anti-Slavery Society 
in 


1S33, 
broke out 90 years ago today 


and for three days and nights the 
rioters worked their will in the city 
of Brotherly Love. 


Fifty houses inhabited by negroes 


were attacked by the mob, and many 
of them were destroyed, while the 
blacks suffered severely at the hands 
of the mob. In Boston. Alton, 111. 
and scores of other cities riots after 
wards occurred, resembling in many 
respects the Draft riots in N. Y. 3( 
years later. 


For several years "abolitionists' 


were considered in the same cate- 
gory with "infidels," and as some- 
thing to despise." says Paine, in his 
"Mark Twain," to stone out o( the 
community.

STOMACH WORMS IN 


" SHEEP AREENACE 


Of the internal ptradtM common 


to sheep the stomach wont Is a retl 
menace to the farm *n«ep Industry. 
.While the parasite is found In ihetp 
of all afct, lambs art principally af- 
fected. 
The older sheep, although 


•anotclnff no symptoms of the parasite, 
at* usually responsible for the spread 
of the disease. 


The worm Is thread-like, usually 


somewhat colled, about an inch IB 
lencth and from a reddish to dirty 
white in color. The parasite may be 
found In the fourth stomach of In- 
fected animals at any time of year. 
The pest is transferred to healthy ani- 
mals through pastures. 
The egfs, 


which are excreted from Infected ani- 
mals ' in the feces, hatch in from 
twelve to twenty-four hours. In ten 
to fourteen days the parasites reach 
the embryo stage, crawl to a blnde 
of grass where they are eaten by the 
sheep.

College

farmers in better seed, a condition 
brought about by the activities o 
the college, the eeed Improvement as 
sedation, and the c. L. P. Exchange 
•which pioneered in this state in the 
distribution of known-origin seeds. 


crumbs with 3 per cent of sharp sand 
mixed In the feed. The amount need- 
ed for one feed should be moistened 
and given near the drinking fountains 
so the ducklings can drink as they eat. 


About the third day this feed it 


changed to equal parts of bread, rolled 
oats, brnn and cornmeal; then aftet 
the seventh day to three parts of bran, 
one part ench of low-grade whent flour 
and of cornmeal, 10 per cent of green 
feed and 5 per cent of beef scrap, with 
about 3 per cent of sand or grit in all 
of the rations. All to be fed slightly 
damp. 


The amount of beef scrap is grad- 


ually Increased'to 15 per cent hy the 
end of the third w/;ek. Gradually in- 
crease the proportion of cornmeal and 
decrease the amount of bran until the 
ration becomes the fattening ration 
given below for those ducklings which 
are to be marketed.

Any sudden change in feeding or 


carp of a flock of InylnR pullets Is 
likely to Jndiifft a partial molt and 
check egg production. 
For this rea- 


son, 
any needed changes should be 


made gradually. If the kind of feed 
Is to be changed, grAdually substitute 
the new for the old, not Immediately 
discontinuing one thing to give an- 
other of a different kind. 
Do not 


change suddenly from wet to drf, or 
dry to wet mashes, or make great 
changes In ihe amount of meat scrap 
fed. 
It Is of course necessary that 


changes should he made in the man- 
agement of a flock nt times, but avoid 
the shock to what appears to be a very 
susceptible nenous system of hens 
that ensues from quick change"!..
